And yc:(nor- 
withſtanding this moſt comfortable concluſis) 
jt ſhould ſeeme by che maner of our Apoſtles 
proceeding in this preſent Chapter , that two 
things eſpecially diſquict the mindes and con- 
ſciences of Chriſtians : the one is thoſc rem- 
nanrs of ſfinge which as yet doe remainein 
their wretched bodies: the other is the affliQi- 
ons and miſeries, wherewith many times they 
are gricuouſly moleſted . By the fiercenefle 
of the one they are efrſoones inforced ro call 
into queſtion their former iuſtification and free 
dcliuerance in Chriſt : and by the ſharpeneſſe 
alſo of the other, they are driven nowe & then 
far todoubr of that fatherly affeRion and loue 
of God, whereof they lay holde by faith in 
Chriſt. For thus they imagine in both. 1f(Pau]) 
we were indeedeſo fully delivered from finne 
as you ſay, from whence then ſhould theſe wic+ 
ked motions and moſt finneful rebe'i lions ariſe 
in our hearts ? Againe, if we were ſo freely ac- 
quired of cuerie puniſhment appointed for our 
manifolde tranſgreſſions, as you would make

ſoul:s : rl is it the Apoſtles principall pur- 

ole to arme vsin this Chapter againſt them 
28: o Wirh the firſt, namely the remnants 
of finnc, he dealeth from the beginning of 
this Chapter , vnto the middeſt of the ſeucn- 
reenth verſe, And the other (I meane 
the affliftions of rhis life) he handleth from 
the middeſt of that ſcucnteenth yerſe vnto the 
end ofthe Chapter. 

For a more orderly proceeding in the firſt, 
vpon this his general] concluſion of the pre- 
miles, he verie artificially inferreth rwo con- 
tradiorie propoſitions or principal matters 
to bee handled in order . The one expreſſed 
in theſc wordes, thoſc the regenerate members 


which bee graffed into Chriſt Jeſus are freed from 


condemnation and death :The ather is not expreſ- 


ſcd in words, but yet by the Antitheſis veric ne» 
ceffarily thus implied : Thoſe the wnregenerate 
ones, which are nat graffed into Chriſt Teſus, are guil- 
tic of death and condemnation, 

Nowe, the firſt of theſe propoſitions he pro- 
ueth in the ſecond, thirde, and fourth verſes, 


And the ſecond ( beeing likewiſe prooucd in 


the hfth, fixth, ſeuenth, and cight verſes ) 
he proccederh from thence inthe application

dance from euerie aſſault or relike of finne in 


this life : Neither yet ſo roextenuate or weakerr 


the force ofthoſe remnants in any,as that they 
may therfore dwel ſtilin a cuſtome of ſinning, 
or ſafely ſertle themſclues in all carnall ſecurt- 
tie, no: bur he laboureth rarher to ſhewe that 
ſinne (which is in euerie of ys our of meaſurc ſo 
ſinneful) by the ſuffering of Chriſt is ſubdued,

So that rhe 
Saints (ſay they) are our Mediatours of Inter- 
cefſion ro Chriſt, beſeeching him firſtin our 
ſtead tobe merciful vnro vs:& then Chriſt him 
ſelfe,he is our Mediatour of redemption to re- 
concile vs to God, Oh doRorical diſtinRiSlOh 
the depth of theſe mens diuinitie! But or cucr I 
come to the anſwere, Imuſt ſhewe youby che 
way(my deare brethren )how that theſe mens 
mouthes are ſo farre ſtrerched open withſuch 
ſuperexcellent diſtinRions: that euen their ve. 
rie tongues are alſodiſtra&® from al good con- 
gruitie of ſpeach. For let them te] me heere ( if 
cither they can or dare ) what any one diffe- 
rence they doe finde betweene Mediationand 
Intercefſion. Is not a Mediatour one that Jabo- 
reth berweene partic and partic ? Andisnotan 
Intercefſour one alſo which trauellerh betwene 
partic and partie? And therefore they may as 
welcall the Saints the Intercefſours of Media» 
tion, as the Mediatours of Interceſſhon be- 
tweene God and vs, being borh the ſame in ef- 
fe&t. This their diſtinQtion then, howe abſurd 
it is, lamſoric they themſclnes ſhould bee fo 
ſenſelefſe in iudging , Howbeir, ſuch are the 
ynſcarchable iudgements of God, thar (foraſ- 
much as they receiue nor the Joue of the truth 
rhat they might be ſaued) he therefore ſcndes 
them a ſtrong delufion to belecuelies, ro 
the ende they might iuſtlie bee damned for 
not belecuing the trurh..

ly, if there be nowe no condemnation to ſuch

ſame is vtterly dathed , and muſt of neceſſitie 
be ſhipped againe vnto Rome from whence ir 
firſt came. True ir is(ſay the papiſts)char Chrift 
hath fully delivered fiom che guilr of finne, bur 
not from the puniſhment appointed vnto it :

Howbeit,as Purgatorie (my deare brethren) 
was put before (by our Apoſtles doftrine) ro a 
perpetual filence : ſoſurely cheſe their imagi- 
ned paines and puniſhments for finne ( where 
rhe guilr ir ſelfe is fully and freely remitted) 
wa ee nooneplaceatalinthe members of 
Chriſt, if itbec cruethat chere is nowe no 
condemnation vnto them. Neither thal thar 


their ſubrile diſtin&ion of cternall and rempo- 


raric puniſhments (which the cunning Papiſts

I anſwere, «af ( howe peeuiſhly ſocuer our 
Papiſts doe prate in this point) yet our Godis 
good to his l{racl, cuen ynto ſuch asare of a 
cleanc heart, which puritic and cleannefle as it 
comes not of our {clues or of any our owne des» 
ſcruings, buris wholly wrought in cucrie of vs 
through Chriſt, by whoſe ſtripes we are perteR 
ly healed,the Lord hauing laide vpon him the 
iniquitic of vs al:ſo ſurely, notwithſtanding the 
ſundrie aflitions and miſeries of this mortall 
life, there is nowe no condemnation vnto'vs,. 
For ſceing eucry condemnation & puniſhment 
1s properly the allored reward of finnc,and that 
a!l our ſinnes are wholly waſhed away with the 
bloud of Chriſt: (the iniquitie of ys all beein 
laidc on his ſhoulders ) it muſt neceſlarilic fol. 
low, cither that Chriſt hath nor performed our 
perfeft redemption-( which once to imagine 
were moſt hornble blaſphemie) or elſe that the 
aftictionsof this life (the guiltineſle of our 
finnes being freely cemircee) cannot propet y 
bee {aide ro bee puniſhments for ſinne , For 
where the cauſe ceaflerh, there none cffeRt can

of Chriſt, and therefore be: condemnati- 
on noranie one puniſhment ( which are the 
roper efteRs of finne)) can nowe anie longer 
be fi vnto thoſe that are graffed in Chriſt. 
Beſides this, if there be nowe no condemna- 
tion tothole that are graffed in Chriſt : it fol 
lowerh conſequently, either that Abraham, I- 
ſaac, Iacob, Dauid, Ezekiah, and the reſt of 
Gods children, were (in verie deede) neuer 
gratfed in Chriſt (a verie peſtilentpetſwaſion) 
or elſe that (they being lively members of his 
myſticall bodie) thoſe the aftlitions and miſe. 
ries which (throughout their painefull pilgri- 
mage) they daily endured, were but onehe the 
exerciſes of flich , the tryals of patience, and 
moſt ſingular triacles againſt their future fals, 
and cannot properly be called puniſhments for 
their former faults, becauſe being once graffed 
in Chriſt (by whoſe death their debr wasfullie 
& wholly diſcharged)there could chenno con- 
demnarion at al be due ynco them, Howebeir, 
for that this is the other temptation which ( as 
we ſaide at the firſt) doth maruellouſly encom - 
ber the mindes of Gods children , and which 
craueth a larger diſcourſe than either the rexr 
orthe time itſelfe may fitly affoorde: we will 
therefore omit the ſame til ſome other ſeaſon, 
ConcJudingin the meane while, that notwith- 
ſtanding thoſe-remnanrs of ſinne which wee 
feele as yetretuditiing within vs, there is no 
condemnation vnto vs beinggraffed in Chriſt, 
Bleſſed be God for rhe ſame.

Thus then you may ſee (my deare brethren) 
howethe Apoſtle by chis portion of Scripture 
nor onely raiſeth vp all ſuch as in anguiſh of 
heart arecaſt downe by feeling the burden of 
finnc:; þur alſo veric notably reprooueth the 
poyſoned aducrſaries, Howbcir Satan (per- 
ccjuing ſuch a notable foyle to bee giuen 
ynrto thoſe his infernall ympes ) will the more 
bufilie obie& ro the conſcience of Gods chil.

death; that js, they are baptiſed ro die yntofin, 
For thus he reaſoneth there from the effeRof 
Baptiſme : Whoſocuer arc rightly bapriſed in- 
ro leſus Chriſt, they are made partakers of the 
death of Chriſt : but Chriſt indying, was dead 
yntoſinne ; whoſocuer therefore are rightly 
baptiſed into Chriſt, they arc alſo deade vnto 
finne. Now then that thou as yer art nor dead 
ynto fin, Iappeale to the teſtimonic of thine 
own conſcience,whether it feele not ſome rem- 
nants of ſinne as yet remaining within theg ?A 
ycrie plaine demonſtration that thou arr nei-

This ( my deare brethren ) is a peftilenr 
perſwafion of the Diuell, this is a very ſub- 
tile ſuggeſtion of Satan , yea this vndoub- 
red]y is that moſt rerrible rentation where- 
with the helliſh Tyrant royleth himſclfe to 
rerrifie fearefull afflited conſciences. Bur 
diſcourage nor (deare hearts ) whether you 
haue alrcadie, or ſhall hereafter be brought 
to ſuch a blondie bickering with that outra- 
gious Behemoth, Diſcourage nor, (Ifay) ,z 
feare not his force, regard not his rage, nei. os 
ther bee you abaſhed art theſe his bragges, 
Conſider your Captain Chriſt, Forſake not the 
fortreſſe of that ſure foundation which the A- 
poſtle hath laide you . Dread not thoſe berie 
darts which the diuel here caſterh againſt you, 
thogh they ſceme neuer ſo deadly torhe ſence 
& feeling of fleſh and bloud: but rake vnto you 
the ſhicld of faith wherwith you may be more Fpheſ..16, 
able ro quench the ſame, and telthe diucl in 
an open defiance, that ( notwithſtanding the 
remnants of finne) you doc afſuredly knowe 
that you are both rightly baptiſed into the 
bodie of Chriſt,and alſo moſt lively graffed in« 
tothe fimilitude of his dearth, And why? Veri- 
ly for that by efficacie & power therof you per- 
eciue finne cuery daic more and more to dig 
within you. And this you are ſure isno worke
